Soviet shuffle altering U.S.- Mideast ties 


WASHINGTON — When the Soviet Union was a communist superpower, 
the United States largely resisted its efforts to play a role in the Middle East. 
Now, U.S. policy makers are eager to reaffirm Moscow’s involvement in the 
region. 

But the unraveling of central authority in the Soviet Union raises questions 
about Moscow’s influence among its Arab allies. 

Some analysts contend the long Soviet involvement as sponsor of the Arab 
cause in the United Nations gives Moscow residual influence with those 
countries. 

Graham Fuller, a former CIA official, said radical Arab states still look to 
the Soviet Union in the hope that it can still provide some balance against the 
influence of the United States. 

In a recent article in Foreign Affairs quarterly, Fuller wrote that “even 
moderate Third World states recognize a regrettable loss of leverage with the 
United States due to the disappearance of a powerful Soviet counterbalance.” 

That disappearance also could impact Mideast peace prospects. 

“The entire formula for the (Arab-Israeli) peace conference was predicated 
on Soviet cooperation,” said John Steinbruner, director of foreign policy 
studies at the Brookings Institution. 

For years, Moscow was the most powerful ally of the most militant Arab 
states. It provided them with a steady outpouring of military equipment. 


Atleast 42 die in S. African fighting 


JOHANNESBURG, South Africa — Gunmen ambushed members of the 
Inkatha Freedom Party marching through a black township Sunday, setting 
off bloody factional fighting that left at least 42 people dead, police said. 

About half the victims were slain as they marched to a rally in the Tokoza 
township, just southeast of Johannesburg, police said, in the country’s worst 
single day of violence in many months. 

Gunmen fired automatic weapons from a house as about 300 armed Inkatha 
supporters marched down a main road, said police spokesman Col. Frans 
Malhereb. At least 23 people were killed in Tokaza, officials said. 

The township has been the site of repeated battles between the two leading 
black groups, the African National Congress and the Zulu-based Inkatha 
movement. 

The shooting came six days before the scheduled signing of a peace accord 
between Inkatha, the ANC and the white-led government. 


Macedonians favor secession, poll says 


BELGRADE, Yugoslavia — Macedonians crowded into polling stations on 
Sunday to vote on independence for their poor region, and fighting flared again 
in Croatia after a one-day lull. 

The renewed fighting came a day after the European Community opened a 
peace conference in the Netherlands attended by the leaders of Yugoslavia’s 
federal government, the heads of the federation’s six republics and the foreign 
ministers of the 12 EC nations. 

Results were not expected before Tuesday on Macedonia’s referendum. It 
asks voters whether the republic should declare independence, with an option 
to rejoin a looser Yugoslav alliance of sovereign states. Polls before the vote 
said Macedonians strongly favored the proposal. 

Macedonia, the poorest area of Yugoslavia, would be the third republic to 
seek to leave the fragmenting federation. 

The vote will be valid only if 51 percent of the republic’s 1.4 Pen voters 
cast ballots. Of those voting, a 51 percent majority is needed for a mandate to 
work toward independence. 


PLO may hold up Mideast conference 


AMMAN, Jordan — Crown Prince Hassan said Sunday that a Middle East 
peace conference scheduled for next month could be delayed by the unresolved 
issue of Palestinian representation. 

President Bush said last week that turmoil in the Soviet Union could delay 
the convening of the Arab-Israeli peace conference. 

Hassan, younger brother of King Hussein and heir to the throne, said 
Palestinians were serious about participating in the peace process. 

King Hussein has said that he is willing to form a joint delegation of 
Palestinian and Jordanian officials to attend peace talks with Israel, if the 
Palestine Liberation Organization accepts such a formula. Hussein said Jorda- 
nians will not speak. on. behalf of the Palestinians.

Boards remind Soviets of communism 


GYANGA, U.S.S.R. — The old way is dying hard on the back roads of 
Azerbaijan, where billboards still exhort people to work forever for Commu- 
nism. 

Azerbaijan, one of 10 Soviet republics that have declared independence, has 
made concessions to the eclipse of communism across the union. Russian has 
all but disappeared from public signs, a consequence of Soviet military inter- 
vention to quell pogroms against Christian Armenians in Baku in January 
1990. But along the roads, the old symbols remain unchanged. 

On one billboard, a strong- -armed, smiling farm woman holds aloft grapes 
the size of Christmas tree bulbs. On another, a Soviet couple embraces under a 
slogan praising their dedication to the common cause. In the pink dawn, 
peasants trudged into vineyards and fields to work on land they don’t own. 

Near the border with Georgia, a huge wooden frame carries a hammer, a 
sickle, Lenin’s profile and Azerbaijani words, which translate roughly: “Get 
with the program.’

Tommy Maddox and the UCLA of- 
fense took the ball 61 yards on just 
three plays for the first score of the 
game. Junior split end Sean 
LaChapelle made the 20 yard recep- 
tion for the touchdown. 

The Cougars regained their poise in 
the second series by taking the ball to 
the UCLA 87-yard line but failed on 
three attempts to get the touchdown. 

A Detmer pass to sophomore 
flanker Eric Drage was just.out of the 
end zone, then a holding call negated a 
touchdown pass from’ Detmer to se- 
nior fullback Peter Tuipulotu. On a 
third try for a touchdown, Brad Clark 
dropped a pass on the one-yard line. 

BYU settled for an Earl Kauffman 
field goal to make the score 7-3. 

“We had all types of opportunities 
out there, but we just couldn’t capital- 
ize when we needed to,” Edwards 
said. “We’ve got to overcome the 
mental mistakes.” 

The Bruins offense added another 
first-quarter touchdown when tail- 
back Ricky Davis ran past the Cou- 


gars for a seven-yard score to cap off © 


an 81-yard drive. 
oy Nhe Cougars-put-seven more points 
“on the board’ béefore'halftime when 
‘Tuipulotu took the ball in from one 
yard out. 

With one minute left in the half, 
Detmer connected with junior split 
end Micah Matsuzaki on a five yard 
pass to give the Heisman winner the 
record at 11,428 yards. 

During halftime, with UCLA up 
20-10, BYU defensive captain Rocky 
Biegel told the Cougar defense it was 
time to get tough and play to win. 

“We're aiming for a defense that 
can shut some people down,” Biegel 
said. “I just told our guys that a de- 
fense that gives up a lot of points isn’t 
going to win any football games for 
you.” 

The Cougar defense started the 
second half with a fury when senior 
defensive back Ervin Lee intercepted 
Maddox on the first play of the half. 

BYU capitalized on the turnover 
when Detmer connected with sopho-

The No. 9-ranked BYU women’s 
volleyball team returned from the 
Trudy’s VolleyFest in Austin, 
Texas, Saturday with their first 
loss of the season, at the hands of 
No. 7-ranked University of Texas 
15-11, 16-17, 15-10, 15-1. 

“Texas has a fine team and they 
were really fired up because they 
lost to Pepperdine,” said BYU 
head coach Elaine Michaelis. 

Sophomore Carol Schumann 
went down with a knee injury in 
the first game, forcing the Cougars 
to go with an unfamiliar offense. 

“T was pleased with the way we 
handled the different positions in 
the second game. But the young 
players just got confused on of- 
fense with the different positions,” 
Michaelis said. 

Junior Shannan Egbert, who 
recorded 11 kills and three blocks 
in the tournament, was named to 
her second straight All-Tourna- 
ment team. 

The Cougars handled No. 14- 
ranked Ohio State Friday 15-11, 
15-2, 18-15, 15-7 and Pepperdine on 
Thursday in the round-robin tour- 
nament. 

“We put a lot of pressure on their 
(OSU) hitters with our serving and 
blocking,” said Michaelis. “We’re 
beginning to come together as a 
team now. There’s great support 
from everyone.” 

The Cougars play at home for the 
first time this season when they 
host Boise State and Arizona State 
in a round-robin tournament Fri- 
day and Saturday.

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Edberg aces his way to Open title

NEW YORK — Only asquadron of 
planes rumbling. over the stadium 
could have rattled Stefan Edberg, 
who once hated the U.S. Open be- 
cause of its noise and distractions. 

But in the end, there was nothing 
but silent skies and total respect for 
him as he captured his first Open title, 
beating Jim Courier 6-2, 6-4, 6-0 on 
Sunday in the most lopsided final 
since 1986. 

Edberg had Courier ducking in 
self-defense from serves and 
smashes, talking to himself about 
drop volleys he couldn’t reach, star- 
ing at the ground after lobs that 
drifted over his head. 

Playing elegant, nearly flawless 
tennis, Edberg allowed the best of the 
young Americans, the conqueror of 
Jimmy Connors, only nine points in 
the last set. 

Edberg became the first player in 
the Open era since 1968 and the sec- 
ond in U.S. history to win the title the 


year after losing in the first round. A 
year ago, he was knocked out by Alex- 
ander Volkov. 

“ve been pummeled before, but 
that’s the worst beating I’ve taken this 
year,” Courier said. 

Back to No. 1 in the world and 
$400,000 richer, Edberg set the pattern 
early as he pushed Courier through 
seven deuces and five break points be- 
fore finally breaking him in the third 
game of the match. 

It also revealed Courier’s weaknesses 
— a failure to pass Edberg, a tendency 
to make mistakes and the absence of a 
serve big enough to pressure Edberg. 

Edberg won an amazingly high 84 
percent of the time when he got his first 
serve in and didn’t seem bothered by 
several foot faults. 

Courier managed only three break 
points against Edberg in the entire 
match. 

Edberg broke Courier for the second 
time in the seventh game of the opening 
set, flicking a beautifully disguised fore- 
hand lob over the stunned American’s

No Open final had been as one-sided 
as this 2-hour, 2-minute match since 
Ivan Lendl beat Miloslav Mecir 6-4, 6-2, 
6-0 five years ago. 

This had been a tournament of bril- 
liant comebacks from the start, when 
Connors fought back from two sets 
down to beat Patrick McEnroe in the 
first round. 

Edberg had called Connors “Mr. 
Open” for the way the 39-year-old cap- 
tured the crowds and battled into the 
semifinals. 

“Fifty years from now, you're going 
to look down in the record books and see 
my name,” Edberg said. 

Edberg said he always believed he 
could win the Open because he likes to 
play on hard courts, but he still re- 
garded the first of his two Wimbledon 
titles as the most special to him.

NORTH OGDEN — Floodwaters continued to pour 
out of the canyons into North Ogden, where a three-day 
“super storm” flooded about 100 homes, officials said. 

Inspectors said several homes were destroyed. Some 
residents reported water as deep as 6 feet, North Ogden 
Mayor Bruce Dursteler said Sunday. Rushing water 
twisted one home two feet off its foundation, he said. 

Officials estimate that 1.5 inches of rain fell in Orem 
during the weekend. “The normal for the whole month of 
September is 1:3,” said Ken Hults, dispatcher for 
Orem’s Dept. of Public Safety. 

“We’ve had a real deluge come off the mountain,” 
Dursteler said. “We’re in kind of a pocket here.” 

A great deal of debris-laden water washed off the 
mountains. The ground is alluvium, or composed of clay 
and sand, that was gradually deposited by moving wa- 
ter. “When the ground gets saturated, the ground just 
sloughs off,” Dursteler said. 

Several minor injuries were reported in the city of 
12,000, and a rash of calls occupied patrolmen and 
paramedics. 

A flood warning was in effect for Weber County Sun- 
day, according to the National Weather Service in Salt 
Lake City. Scattered showers and thundershowers 
were expected to feed the floodwaters. 

A mudslide Saturday swallowed a home in the north- 
eastern section of the city, trapping a family inside, the 
Weber County Sheriff's Office said. 

Rescuers broke in through the front door. They esti- 
mated the mud was 6 feet deep and 60 feet wide. 

The city received about 6 inches of rain by late Satur- 
day, much of it between 2:30 and 4:30 p.m., said National 
Weather Service meteorologist William Alder. 


Storm floods 100 homes in Ogden 


Alder said it may be the worst downpour of the cen- 
tury in the area. “It’s been a super storm,” he said. The 
amount of rainfall may have been a state record for a 
two-hour period, he said. 

The storm spun out of the Gulf of California, crossed 
Arizona and got sucked into a low pressure system over 
Nevada. It was spending itself in the mountains of north- 
ern Utah, Alder said. 

A command post was set up at a fire station, and 
Dursteler sought emergency services from Weber 
County and Ogden. Rescuers brought in pumps and 
buckets to bail water out of homes. 

More than 300 volunteers filled some 3,000 sandbags 
at the city’s gravel pit. Hundreds of residents were 
filling sandbags to line canals and place along basement 
windows. 

Storm drains swelled. Covers popped off manholes 
and were swept away. “The drain systems are full. It’s 
jumping ‘out of the channel and onto lawns,” the mayor 
said. “We’re concerned about electrical problems on 
homes that are flooded.” 

Canal companies have opened their head gates in an 
effort to move the water out to the west as quickly as 
possible. 

Emergency supervisors ordered gas and electricity 
turned off in one area where debris piled six feet high. 
Utah Power & Light crews looked for arcing power lines. 
Families with flooded basements were asked to switch 
off their electrical power to avoid short-circuits and fires. 

In Orem, Hults said, a trench was gouged out of the 
middle of a road in the city’s Heather Ridge area. US 
WEST had dug the trench, dropped cables, and filled it 
ee for the weekend. But rain washed away the 

irt.

United Order's time not ripe, 
Skousen tells study group

Although members of The Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints 
will someday be asked to give their 
material possessions to the Lord and 
follow the Law of Consecration, the 
time has not yet come, said a guest 
speaker at the American Study 
Group’s quarterly liberty lecture. 

Cleon Skousen, a noted scholar on 
religious subjects, told a near-capac- 
ity audience at Orem High School on 
Saturday that LDS Church members 
should be striving to fulfill their 
callings and stewardships to become 
better people. He warned, however, 
that people should not try to imple- 
ment the law until the Lord instructs 
the president of the Church to begin 
the program. 

“According to the Doctrine and 
Covenants, we are forbidden to live it 
yet, or even try,” Skousen said. 

He noted how early members of the 
Church had tried to live the Law of 
Consecration, but the program “fell 
flat” due to selfishness and greed 
among the members.

Skousen explained the Law of Con- 
secration will involve members giving 
all material possessions to the Lord 
through one’s bishop. The bishop 
then redistributes the possessions ac- 
cording to the needs of those under 
his direction. The goal is to eliminate 
crime and poverty among the people, 
he said. 

“Those who participate in such a 
system will have to be a very righ- 
teous people,” Skousen said. He said 
the people of King Benjamin in the 
Book of Mormon, Another Testimony 
of Jesus Christ, were such a people, 


with leaders who didn’t seek compen- | 


sation for their service on behalf of 
the people. “Wouldn’t it be interest- 
ing if someone ran for President or 
Congress in our day without asking 
for compensation?” Skousen asked. 

Skousen concluded his speech by 
showing how the LDS Church is mov- 
ing forward, with the gospel being 
preached to nearly all the world. 
Church membership is growing, he 
said, due to the faithfulness of the 
members who follow the leaders of 
the Church. 

“Follow God’s leaders; they are

Two different affiliation proposals . 


between Baylor and the Baptist Gen- 
eral Convention of Texas are among 
the issues to be discussed and voted 
on at the BGCT’s annual meeting on 
November 12 and 13. 

One proposal, put forth by the Bay- 
lor Board of Regents, allows the 
BGCT to elect 25 percent of the re- 
gents. The other, proposed by Robert 
Naylor and endorsed by the Execu- 
tive Board of the BGCT, would allow 
the BGCT to elect 75 percent of the 
regents, and would also require a 90 
percent majority of the regents for 
any future changes. 

The relationship between Baylor 
and BGCT has been strained since 
September 1990, when the Baylor 
Board of Trustees amended the uni- 
versity charter to transfer control of 
Baylor from the 48-member Board of 
Trustees, elected by the BGCT, toa 
24-member Board of Regents. 

According to the amended charter, 
25 percent of the regents are to be 
elected by the BGCT, and 75 percent 
by the regents themselves. 

In November, Robert Naylor, 
chairman of the BGCT committee 
studying the charter change, put 
forth the proposal at the annual meet- 
ing of the BGCT. 

“The regents viewed this proposal 
as unacceptable because it would 
have drawn Baylor back into a politi- 
cal fray from which we were freed by 
the Board’s historic action,” said uni- 
versity president Herbert H. 
Reynolds. 

“Further, Texas law provides for 
amending non-profit corporation 
charters by a simple majority vote of 
the directors in office, so it was felt 
that we could not honestly agree to 
another standard —a 90 percent ma- 
jority vote —if it’s contrary to state 
law.” 

The Baylor Board of Regents on 
May 3 proposed an affiliation agree- 
ment between Baylor and the BGCT 
which allows the BGCT to directly

dents’ social lives, the people respon- 
sible for revising du Lac have once 
again brought the subject of aleohol to 
the forefront of everybody’s con- 
sciousness. 

Now, only “those of legal age may 
only possess or transport inany public 
area of campus an amount of alcohol 
which is consistent with the concept 
of responsible individual consump- 
tion.” 

This new clause raises several con- 
cerns, the first being, how much is 
enough for responsible consumption? 

Say there’s some 350 lb. guy who 
can drink a case without even burp- 
ing. If he’s carrying a case of beer 
across campus, is he obeying the rule 
for responsible consumption.” 

By the same token, say some 85 lb. 
freshman is carrying a six-pack across 
campus. Providing he has never 
drunk before, isn’t that too much for 
responsible consumption? 

Fortunately, in an Observer EX- 
CLUSIVE!!, we have received a copy 
of the Student Affairs directive to 
rectors and R.A.s regarding safe 
amounts for responsible drinking and 
suitable punishments for violators of 
this rule. That directive has set the 
following guidelines: 

@ Five beers (or one bottle of liquor) 
over the limit is punishable by a $20 
fine. 

@ Ten beers (or two bottles) over 
the limit is punishable by a “swift kick 
in the privates.” 

@ Fifteen beers over is punishable 
by a sentence of 25 hours spent hang- 
ing out in Theodore’s, the nightclub 
on campus. 

@ Anyone caught with a party ball 
will be doused in gasoline and ignited. 
Anyone caught with a keg will be 
thrown into a wrestling ring with the 
L.A. Police all-stars. 

Also, anyone carrying alcohol 
across campus must use “suitable 
packaging.” What is suitable packag- 
ing? If you have a big bottle of tequila 
stuffed in your pants pocket, what are 
they going to do, frisk you? 

The policy is just going to do one 
thing: make the securing and drinking 
of alcohol more of a forbidden fruit. 

There’s only one way to escape it: 
Move off-campus. 


elect 25 percent of the Board of re- 
gents, as per the amended charter. 

The Executive Board of the BGCT 
on June 11 rejected the proposal and 
voted instead to accept the Naylor 
Committee report. 

“Baylor still has an_ affiliation 
agreement proposal before the state 
convention,” said Michael Bishop, 
Baylor’s vice president of communica- 
tion, “and if they don’t get around to 
acting on it in an affirmative manner 
before the state convention, then 
we'll see to it that it’s brought up on 
the floor of the convention. We expect 
it to pass, because the convention is 
going to be held in our home court.” 

The convention is to be held in the 
Ferrell Special Events Center in 
Waco. 

“Baylor has introduced more pas- 
tors, more missionaries and more lay 
leadership than any other Baptist uni- 
versity,” Bishop said. “It’s a very 
string presence, not only in Texas, 
but in the Southern Baptist Conven- 
tion, and we’re going to ask all Baylor 
friends to come down to the conven- 
tion. It’ll be like a second Homecom- 
ing. And we’re going to ask the con- 
vention to reaffirm its association 
with Baylor. We expect that to hap- 
pen.” 

If it does happen, $6 million in es- 
crowed funds, originally budgeted for 
Baylor, may be released, Bishop said. 

“Ifthe convention accepts our affili- 
ation agreement, then the next logical 
step would be for them to release our 
funds. There’ll be a motion from the 
floor, supported by Baylor, that that 
will be done.” 

Outright attempts to regain control 
of Baylor through lawsuits are un- 
likely, according to Bishop. 

“Baylor operates under an indepen- 
dent charter granted first by the Re- 
public of Texas, renewed by the State 
of Texas. The fundamentalists have 
looked this up, down and sideways, 
and they know they can’t sustain a 
legal challenge,” Bishop said. 

“The Baptist convention has our 
proposal for affiliation and they ’ve got 
between now and November to ac- 
cept it,” Bishop said.
